Living Expenses in England. 


Little as our readers may think it, this 


wonderful feat may be achieved, and by 
anybody—provided that he has the thou- 
sand a year. A book has been published, 
of course by a lady, which solves the 
problem. Given the £1,000 (§o,000)— 
most people, unfortunately, have to earn 
it—you should spend it thus: House rent, 
rates and taxes, repairs and renewals, 
are put down at nearly £200; two ser- 
vants, on board wages, £100; "keep of 
self and wife" another £100, and insur- 
ance, £jO. These estimates seem fair 
enough, though we fancy most people 
would find it cheaper to feed their ser- 
vants themselves. The other items are 
more questionable. 


Washing, at £26, does not seem ex- 


travagant, though, to be sure, soap is 
cheap, and in such a household there 
would not be many soiled tablecloths. 
But when we come to personal expend- 
iture, there is still stranger calculation.

£75, while the husband is allowed £100 
for clothes and nothing at all for pocket 
money. Perhaps he is expected to take 
it out of "incidentals," which amount to 
the substantial figure £313. But as these 
incidentals are expected to cover travel- 
ing, amusements, club subscriptions and 
charity, it will be seen that £313 is not 
likely to be a bit too much.—London 
Globe.

A Noted Elephant. 


The Ceylon papers announce tbe death 


of an elephant named Sella, which had 
served the public works department for 
over sixty-fivo years. Originally Sella 
belonged to the last of the kings of Kandy, 
Sri "Wickrema Raja Singh.i, and was one 
of about 100 elephants which passed to 
the British government in 1815, when the 
Kandyan d\ nasty was overthrown and 
the whole bland" passed under British 
rule. 
It was supposed at that time 


that Sella was 13 years of age, but 
this was uncertain. 
In 1380 it was de- 


cided that all the elephants belonging to 
the public works department should be 
sold, and Sella fell to a well known resi- 
dent of Colombo, Mr. De Soysa. The 
animal aided in several keddah opera- 
tions for the capture and taming of wild 
elephants, but became totally blind about 
three years ago. He continued, however, 
to work at the plow until within a short 
time of his death. After death the tusks 
were removed and measured five feet in 
length. Sella himself was 8 feet high.

Too Much Study Bad. 


Dr. O. Sprague Paine, of New York, 


has mads a specialty of studying the 
brain. This is what he says: 


"Men 
very often die from overwork 


especially brain workers. 
Many men 


study day and night and work day and 
night almost, acd so overtax their brains 
that they become mentally and physical- 
ly incapable of performing their proper 
work, and eventually break down alto- 
gether under th« mental strain. These 
then have to rest, and great care has to 
be taken in order that they may fully re- 
gain their health. In many cases they 
have broken down so completely that aa 
long as they live they are mere wrecks 
of their former selves, and in many cases 
they fail to recover at all. A great many 
are troubled with sleeplessness and fail 
to pay any attention to this, thinking 
that it is nothing at all This is really a 
very serious and dangerous condition to 
be in. Persons who can't sleep can't 
rest properly. 
Eventually the brain will 


wear out. It is absolutely impossible to 
keep well without sleep. 
Men must 


have sleep, or else suffer for it, and the 
first organ of the b»dy that will suffer 
will be the brain. Unless the brain is 
properly rested the patient will break 
down and perhaps become insane."— 
Herald of Health.
